Best Butter Only For 
Market Competition 

It is estimated that there will be a 
pnodution of butter amounting to 
fifteen million pounds .in the three 
prairie provinces during the coming 
season; this figure being entirely out¬ 
side the amount which represents the 
home consumption. 

The Market 

This fifteen million pounds surplus 
which will be produced during May 
June, July and August must find a 
market—but where? The U.S.A. 'and 
the United Kingdom do not need 'it, 
British Columbia will buy nine mil¬ 
lion pounds of it, providing it is up to 
the New Zealand grade. £?o far Al¬ 
berta butter has nlot all been up to 
trat grade, and if this surplus is 
to be marketed, it is distinctly up to 
the farmers of Alberta to produce the 
best quality of cream. No amount 
of business finesse or skill (on the part 
of the manufacturers can place poor 
butter in a market which will take 
the best and none other: hence it is 
apparent that the question is a vital 
one for the immediate consideration 
of the cream producers.

The Federated Womens’ 

Institutes of Canada 

By Elizabeth Bailey Price 

The holding of the National Con- 
Institutes at Calgary from June 20 t'o 
25, focuses the public eye on the Wo¬ 
men’s Institute, and organization 
which originated a good many years 
ago in the older provinces *of Canada. 
In. 1919 the Women’s Institutes were 
federated, farming an organization of 
nearly a hundred thousand women. 
As a result, many people are asking— 
What are these women’s institutes? 
What is their wlork, and what have 
they accomplished? 

Work and Aims 

Their purpose Is primarily to better 
home conditions in rural comm unities, 
and to bring to the farmer’s wife all 
necessary information regarding her 
home and its activities. In the years 
of their existence the scope of the in¬ 
stitutes has widened and now includes 
such activities as providing /scholar¬ 
ships in the agricultural colleges for 
boys and girls of the community, the 
formation of boys’ and girls’ clubs to 
increase the interest and liking of 
young people for rural life; the study 
of laws protecting women and chil¬ 
dren; conducting? campaigns for child 
welfare and better nursing facilities, 
welfare and better nursing facilities 
in Isolated districts (particularly in 
pre-natal and maternity Work); the 
Canadianization of our new citizens; 
the opening of rest rooms in villages, 
towns and on fair grounds for thte 
use of farmers’ wives and children; 
installing l of libraries in these rest 
rooms, (instigating community singing 
and other social interests, using the 
rest room as a community centre; 
bringing to women in isolated dis¬ 
tricts Wider visi'on by contact with 
other groups of women, a (hiking ip 
of the women of the villages^ and 
towns and cities in any effort to 
better the community.

With the possibility of being shut 
off from the Chicago market for their 
cattle the stockmen iof the west are 
looking for the lifting of the British 
embargo. They have high hopes 
that the present agitation in England 
and Scotland will lead to free ad¬ 
mission of stockers and finished an¬ 
imals . 

Hion Duncan Marshall, who is now 
on his way to England to furnish ev¬ 
idence to the royal commission in¬ 
vestigating the matter^ claims that 
nothing will stimulate the cattle bus¬ 
iness like the establishment of an ex¬ 
port trade- Great Britain, says he, is 
so much the best cattle market dn the 
world at the present time that the 
difficulties of long shipment across the 
continent and then across the ocean 
would not be too .great a barrier. 

In reference to the small group of 
Canadians who are opposed to the re¬ 
moval of the embargo, Mr. Marshall 
points out that many v>f these are the 
same people \vho were opposed to free 
entry of our cattle into the American 
market, which they said would be ru¬ 
inous. 'Some (of these people were tne 
first to ship to Chicago when the tariff 
cam off. That market saved the sit¬ 
uation at the time. Now it is not so 
valuable and if Canada is to swell 
her exports of farm phoduce she must 
always keep her eyes open for the best 
market, wherever it is, and secure it 
if at all possible. 

In furtherance of this argument dt is 
pointed out that Britain produces only 
55 per cent: of the beef she consumes 
That ds all the fresh meat she can get; 
and both demand and prices shiow that 
the Britisher would prefer a much 
fuller supply of fresh-killed. We are 
breeding cattle in Western Canada 
with the cleanest bill iof health of any 


creasing numbers yearly, and even 
the upheaval which the war brought 
about did not interfere with this cat¬ 
egory of the United States exodus. 
In the first seven months of 1920, 
nearly 7,000 United' States farmers 
took free government homesteads dn 
the Western Canadian provinces, 
whilst thousands of others purchased 
ed farms. Canada’s magnificient crop 
and her numerous international ag¬ 
ricultural successes are going to at¬ 
tract more this year, whilst a sure 
forecast of what Western Canada has 
to expect from across the border this 
year and for years to come, is con¬ 
tained in the tremendous interest ex¬ 
hibited by United States farmers and 
others throughout the whole of last 
year.

The Royal Grain Commion is on 
its way, whither bound, or with what 
ultimate hope, nobody seems to know.

! this is not for the purpose of asso¬ 
ciating the individual with any of the 
facts that are recorded, but merely 
as a check on. the accuracy of the 
enumerations. The census is first 
and last for statistical purposes and 
cannot be made the basis of any di¬ 
rect administrative action. Let it 
also be noted that cenuss enumerators 
are required to use courtesy and tact 
in collecting the information, though 
refusal to answer a census question is 
penalised by statute. 


Among the diseases of economic 
plants here exist, some for which 
fective control measures have not yet 
been discovered. Besides these are a 
large number where control is pos¬ 
sible, but only after persistent efforts 
extending over a number of years. 
And finally there are a goodly number 
that readily respond to measures of 
control. 

If we take .into consideration the 
enormous losses resulting from plant 
diseases every year wherever farm¬ 
ing is an industry of importance—as 
in Western Canada—then it will bo 
realized that negligence and indiffer¬ 
ence towards the control of such dis¬ 
eases as can actually be controlled,

of commons. This was to be the unit 
of representation and the other prov¬ 
inces are dependent on their popula¬ 
tion as comparedjto Qubec. The tak¬ 
ing of census* willj thus permit the re¬ 
distribution bill being passed by par¬ 
liament. 

In the ities apd thickly ppulated 
I setions of the Dominion, it is stated 
that the field work of the census will 
be completed in qbout five weeks, but 
it will be some months before any of¬ 
ficial count of the popultion cn be 
given. In the remote sections of the 
Dominion it will be five months before 
the returns cn be secured. In the 
recent United Sttes census the pop¬ 
ultion count ws nnounced in few days 
over nine months. 

As already remarked the primary 
task of the census is the enumeration 
and description fo every man, woman 
and child n Canada. Good business 
dictates that when so large an organ¬ 
ization as this requires has once been 
created, it should be put to every 
available purpose. In other words! 
the “overhead” must earn its maxi¬ 
mum. The census therefore, should 
deal not only with the the people 
themselves, but directly with the peo¬ 
ples institutions ond affairs, insofar as 
the latter can be properly brought 
within its scope.

Grain rust causes annually millions 
of dollars loss. This can only be 
reduced by certain safety measures, 
but cannot., so far be controlled. But 
the same grain that has escaped the 
rust is yet very seriously reduced in 
yield by smut diseases. In some 
years smut, quite apart from rust, has 
caused losses amounting to more than 
twenty million dollars in Canada alone 
Smut of grain is a disease that is 
easily controlled by the very simple 
and highly effeective means of seed 
treatment. Either from ignorance or 
from negligence, smut is still widely 
prevalent. Another example of a dis¬ 
ease causing severe damage, but 
which may be readily controlled, is 
late blight of potatoes. The losses 
from late blight and the rot it causes 
among- stored potatoes amount to sev¬ 
eral million dollars per annum. On 
the question of disease control, val¬ 
uable information has already been 
published by the Dominion Experi¬ 
mental Farms but farmers are urged 
to refer their problems more freely to 
experts at the Farm, from which they 
will receive the best attention. 

Disease control is of far greater im¬ 
portance in agriculture and gardening 
than is realized by the general public. 
Diseases, once they have attacked 
economic crops, can rarely be eradi¬ 
cated. A plant that once has fallen 
victim to disease, will never give a 
normal yield. Poor yields are in 
nine cases out of ten due to lurking 


disease, hence individual effort be¬ 
comes a necessity in saving the na¬ 
tion the deplorable devastation due to 
plant diseases.

is right, 'and there is a very fine re¬ 
frigerator service maintained by the 
National lines which deliver the but¬ 
ter in Vanvouver from Edmonton in 
52 hours. Despite the American in¬ 
vasion and f;he New Zealand and Aus¬ 
tralia importations. Alberta has 
many factors in her flavor, and can 
hold this market, if the message can 
only be brought home to the farmers 
that in so far as cream is concerned 
nothing but the best is wanted. 

New Zealand Production 

The dairy commissioner of New 
Zealand has just announced that the 
southern islands will have 28,000 tons 
of butter for export. The British 
government which was controlling 
food supplies in the old country 
through the ministry of food an- 
onunces that the United Kingdom has 
sufficient supplies of butter on hand 
for nine months and over one million 
more boxes to come, which had pre¬ 
viously been contracted for in New 
Zealand, Australia and the Argentine; 
thus shutting out Canadian imports 
for most of this year. The American 
Fordeny tariff says m|ost emphatically, 
“You can’t come here,’’ British Col¬ 
umbia remains, but C. C. says; ‘Ship* 
us nothing- but the very best.” If we 
try to put them off with second grade 
they won’t stand for it! 

The New Zealand quality standard 
is no fictitious barrier either. All 
butter frfom the islands is subjected 
to a rigid governmest inspection, and 
a real one at theat. It is scientific¬ 
ally produced, graded and manufac¬ 


tured, and the whole executive ability 
of a highly efficient business govern¬ 
ment is behind it. New Zealand 
butter is a “hard nut to craci$” but 
it can be cracked, just as sqon as 
a large percentage of the Alberta men 
dome to recognize that a new condi¬ 
tion has arisen, and that any man 
who produces poor cream, is injuring 
his neighbor. 

. . . . Uniform Standard Needed 

New Zealand butter iis always of 
the same high grade; it is always uni¬ 
form; and Alberta butter must con¬ 
form to this standard if we are bo* 
hold our own. This is the message 
to the farmers of Alberta from the 
butter manufacturers. “We have no 
market for poor cream.” This is no 
cheap sarcasm, but a very real and 
deplorable condition. The remedy is 
obvious. 

In> the course of a conversation 
with (one of the leading dairymen of 
the province, the fact developed that 
during the past year large quantities 
of cream coming from some of the 
foreign settlements c(ould be placed 
under no category but that of “off 
grade.” Some form of control is 
necessary to see that the rules of 
cleanliness are Observed. 


ALBERTA STEERS ARE NOW 

ENROUTE FOR OLD COUNTRY 


Sixty of the best steers that have 
ever been shipped out of Alberta in 
one group left recently on their way 
to England, where, after their regular 
ten-day detention period they will be 
slaughtered for the Old Country mar¬ 
ket. These steers have been col¬ 
lected by the department of agricul¬ 
ture of the province and will repre¬ 
sent different types and weights, but 
all good steers. A dozen of these 
are the purebred steers that were fed 
at the University of- Alberta for de¬ 
monstration and exhibition purposes, 
and the rest are regular commercial 
cattle, bought for most part at the 
Calgary and Edmonton stock yards 
and demonstrate fully to the Alberta 
cattlemen what can be done on the 
farms with a little of the feed that 
grew in such abundance here last 
year, and for that matter every year. 

The heaviest of the commercial 
steers weigh about 1,750 pounds and 
from tl^at they range down to about 
1,300 pounds. They include every 
breed, but the majority are strongly 
of Shorthorn breeding. Just prior to 
departure they were ear-tagged with 
their individual weight, so it will be 
easy to ascertain how much each one

British Columbia’s Needs 

British Columbia, will require nine 
million pounds and over, of butter] 
this year for its own use. Provided 
Australia and New Zealand and other 
compettors were kind enough to keep 
their butter at home, all would be well 
for the Alberta producers; but unfor¬ 
tunately the Antipodes have no in- 
ten biion of doing anything of the kind. 
Our one butter market in B.C. is 
still further assaulted by outside com¬ 
petition and a fresh antagonist has 
arrived on the field in the shape of 
the American dairyman. 

Heretofore Ameircan butter was 
altogether comsumed in the States, 
but this condition has been altered, 
by reason of large importations of 
butter from Holland, Denmark and 
the Argentine which has flooded the 
eastern American market. Shut out 
of their usual mart, the western pro¬ 
ducers of butter have jumped into 
the Vanvouver market and are un¬ 
loading; and will unload American 
butter on the coast buyers; and at a 
price. Here is that same price— 
Seattle 25 cents per pound, and Van¬ 
couver 32% cents per pound. 

Butter on Consignment 

Due to the demoralized condition of 
the eastern American market, Wash¬ 
ington and Oregon—the big Pacific 
dairying states—are shipping their 
butter into B.C. on consignment; 
meaning that they will take any price 
which is offered. Althjough the Van¬ 
couver buyers have a warm feeling 
for the prairie producers they cannot 
afford to ignore the great difference 
in price.

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Active «or constructive ancl contin¬ 
ued possession of the property is es¬ 
sential to the existence of the lien. 
The right of a lien may be waived by 
an express agreement in writing 
based on legal consideration. A per- 
| son may detain goods uneil he is paid 
and if the debt and storage charges 
if any, remain unpaid for six months, 
or if the goods are not removed at 
the expiration of the time fixed in 
the contract, the lien holder may -on 
not less than thirty days’ notice to the 
owner, apply to a judge and he may 
make such order with respect to the 
sale and manner of conducting same 
as to him seems just. If the go-ods 
are perishable the lien holder may | 
apply to a judge for brder for imme¬ 
diate sale. 

In the event of a dispute as to the 
amount due or in the absence of the 
bailor the judge may fix the amount 
or direct an action to be brought.

AN ACT TO AMEND THE 
THE SALE OF PUBLIC LANDS ACT 


The Minister may sell public lands by 
private sale provided said sale be 
authorized by Order in Council and 
provided that lands forfeited to the 
Crown under tax enforcement nave 
been first offered at public auction 
and the sale has been abortive. 


RELAPSE AHEAD

The minister is authorized and em¬ 
powered to sell by public auction at 
such upset price or reserve bid and 
on such terms and conditions as may 
be fixed by Order in Council any pub¬ 
lic lands and to give receipts, agree¬ 
ments of sale and transfers therefor. 

If the purchaser makes 'dfault it 
shall be lawful for the Minister at 
his option to rescind the sale or to 
take action to recover /the amount 
due with costs through the courts. 

It shall be lawful for a Minister in 
all cases where land has been vested 
in the Crown by virtue of tax en¬ 
forcement proceedings to retransfer 
the land on payment of taxes, costs, 
penalties and all claims of the Crown 
and of any municipal district for said 
Crown relief or other claim. 

In the event of >a retransfer the 
rights of all parties in tthe land shall 
be restored as they existed at the time 
of the cancellation of the certificate 
of title. The Lieutenant Governor 
in Council may make rules and regu¬ 
lations governing the sale of public 
lands and it shall not be necessary 
for the auctioneer conducting said 
sale to obtain a license under the pro¬ 
visions of An Ordinance Respecting 
Auctioneers, Hawkers and Pedlars. 


AN ACT RESPECTING LIENS ON 
GOODS AND CHATTELS 


exceeded in value the total output 
of gold, silver, copper, -iron and lather, 
metallic minerals.

Every person shall have a partcu- 
lar lien for the payment of his debt 
Upon a chattel upon which he nas ex¬ 
pended his money, labor or skill at 
the request of the owner 

Every warehouseman shall have a 
particular lien upon property stored 
with him for his proper charges in¬ 
cluding carrier charges when the car¬ 
rier deposits the property with the 
ment of charges. 

Every wharfinger shall have a par¬ 
ticular lien on the goods entrusted 
to his keeping- for his lawful charges. 

Every bailee whether gratuitous or 
for reward shall have a particular 
lien bn tthe goods and chattels bailed 
to him by the owner thereof for any 
charges dj^'him under the terms of 
the contract or changes for care after 
the contract has run out, or if there 
be no contract after the expiration 
of thb time 'Specified' tn a notice given 
the bailor by the bailee to take the 
goods away. A judge may dispense 
with the giving of notice if the bail¬ 
or’s address be not known.

crockery are nlow bein; 
katchewan clays, and are finding a 
ready market in eastern Canada. The 
raw clay is mined in this province 
and shipped out for manufacture. If 
such products can be marketed suc¬ 
cessfully as far east as Montreal, then 
it is reasonable to expect that a local 
concern, properly^ r.ganized and with 
adequate capital might in a few years 
scure a fair proportion of the market 
of at least Western Canada. This 
particular market alone is well worth 
cultivating. In 1920 Western Canada 
used well over $28,000,000 worth .of 
clay products in addition tq its share 
of $4,000,000 worth of crockery im¬ 
ported into Canada fr)om the United 
States. With facts such as these we 
feel that our industrial department 
would fail in its duty were we not to 
deviate some special effort toward the 
assistance of tho^e clay plants a.l- 
readp in existence, as well as the de¬ 
velopment on a broader scale of such 
a valuable resource. Why should we 
be importing building materials at 
great expense when the very best of 
such materials are undeveloped at 
our vry doors?
